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Student President/Regent Candidates Offer 


Opinions, Suggestions, Concerns, Solutions

On Friday, the four candidates 
for Student President/Regent 
squared off in the Nebraska Room 
in the Milo Bail Student Center for 
a debate on a few of the main is- 
sues that affect the University of Ne- 
braska at Omaha. 

Opinions, suggestions, concerns, 
and solutions all poured out from 
the stand where the candidates sat. 
Most of the time they agreed on the 


issues, but occasionally there came 
a question where opinions differed. 

Candidate Chris Gordon started 
things off with his opening state- 
ment. He emphasized his past work 
experience with the President and 
Board of Regents. Gordon concen- 
trated on his positive relationship 
with the Board of Regents, stating 
this relationship will help him carry 
out his promises, He closed by 


making a statement that he repre- 
sented a wide variety of students. 
Joey Sanchez followed Gordon. 
He said that, as Student President/ 
Regent, he would focus on both 
halves of the job, both Student 
President and Student Regent. He 
outlined two major concerns on 
campus. The first was bad press

Opens Doors to Men

CHICOPEE, Mass. (CPS) —A women’s col- 


Still, many students and professors did not 


lege in Massachusetts has announced that it will 
opens its doors to men starting next September. 

The College of Our Lady of the Elms, also 
known as Elms College, says the decision was 
prompted by declining enrollment. The Catholic 
college has less than 1,300 students. 

“This in no way diminishes our commitment 
to the education of women,” said Sister Kathleen 
Keating, the college’s president. “In fact, the ex- 
perience of other women’s college that have ad- 
mitted men has been that there is a heightened 
awareness and commitment to the needs of 
women students because they can no longer be 
taken for granted.” 


welcome the news. Dozens wore yellow ribbons 
to protest the co-ed policy as they attended a re- 
cent meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

In announcing its decision to go co-ed, the 
college cited research that shows 4 percent of 
students consider attending a women’s college, 
and only about 2 percent actually do. 

The college already accepts men as part-time 
students and as transfers from other colleges. 

Keating said the college would immediately 
begin preparing for the arrival of male students. 
Dorms are to be renovated, athletic programs 
revised, and admissions brochures updated. 


UNO has an apathy problem, a 
problem he is willing to work on. 

Next up was Len Hillhouse. His 
stance appeared to be on being a 
Student President/Regent for the 
students, not for himself. He listed 
a major goal as working directly 
with students, faculty, and admin- 
istration to identify, then solve prob- 
lems plaguing the university. His 
last remarks included a promise to 
find out why UNO students’ tuition 
is always increasing. 

The last candidate, Tugba 
Kalafatoglu, stressed that she did 
not want to be Student President/ 
Regent for the title, rather she 
wanted to make changes. Although 
she never addressed the problems 
she would confront, she did say she 
would fight for student rights. 

The:main issue presented to the 


candidates was student housing, ‘and - 


the possible impacts on recruiting, 
security, and parking. 

Gordon answered first, saying 
security would be affected, and that 
it would create more parking prob- 
lems. He also said that the dorms 
and halls would generate an in- 
crease in students. As for parking, 
Gordon spoke of an idea to rotate

parking, allowing the schools with 
heavier traffic on certain days to 
relieve it. He was against the idea 
of another parking structure. 
Sanchez agreed with a few of 
Gordon’s views. Enrollment would 
go up with the addition of on-cam- 
pus living areas, and another park- 
ing structure was not a viable op- 
tion. In addressing the parking prob- 
lem, Sanchez proposed the consoli- 
dation of several smaller buildings, 
like the Criminal Justice Building, 
the Goodrich Building, the Eppley 
Administration Building, and the 
Social Work Building into a single 
building, freeing up more space for 
parking. Also, parking at Ak-Sar- 
Ben is a good idea, but parking in 
Elmwood Park could be dangerous. 
By the time Hillhouse was able 
to answer the concerns, much had 


_already been'said. He did add that 


campus housing is not what he’ 
termed a “done deal.” He pledged 
that if he was elected he would do 
everything in his power to make 
dormitories a reality. He also 
brought up one of the first disagree- 
ing statements. He said that on-cam- 
pus housing would free up more

‘Gordon said he is running for 
Student President Regent because 
he believes, “The university offers 
a tremendous opportunity to the stu- 
dent and community, and [believe 
that an individual has a tremendous 
ability to make a difference here at 
UNO,” Gordon said. 

When asked what makes him the 


most qualified candidate to repre- 
sent the student body Gordon said, 
“T have already established a strong 
working relationship with a variety 
of student organizations like the ath- 
letic department and a number of 
faculty and staff. I also have a strong 
working relationship with the Board 
of Regents, and want to help that 
working relationship grow.” 
Gordon also believes that his 
honesty and ability to look a person 
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in the eye make him a candidate that 
the students of UNO can trust. 

The three issues Gordon wants 
to address if elected are: the promo- 
tion of campus safety, recruitment 
and retention and he wants to finish 
UNO housing and makc it a reality. 

“If we can make students feel 
safe on campus, then they’!l enjoy 
being here, and want to stay here,” 
Gordon said.

Kalafatoglu was the last to address the 
concerns. She said she has spoken with the 
Omaha Chamber of Commerce, and knows 
what funds are needed for housing. As for 
parking, she supports Ak-Sar-Ben as an al- 
ternate place for parking, but more shuttle 
buses to and from UNO are needed. 

Once the issue of housing and parking 
were addressed by each candidate, they were 
called on to identify the impact of the Infor- 
mation Science, Technology, and Engineer- 
ing Building on UNO, especially on possible 
unity problems when UNO develops both a 
north and south campus. 

All candidates supported the IST&E build- 
ing, and no candidate believed that campus

Gordon said he believed that the new 
building needed, and has received, plenty of 
support from the community. He said com- 
munity support has been shown at the 
groundbreaking ceremonies and through do- 
nations from the community. 

Sanchez’s own views were that the new 
college would improve UNO’s image and 
increase student involvement. 

Hillhouse’s comments also supported the 
new building. 

Kalafatoglu said she believed the new 
IST&E building would improve student re- 
tention because a transfer to Nebraska-Lin- 
coln would then be unnecessary.

ing community relationships and student apa- 
thy. Then, it was time for the candidates to 
give their closing statements. 

Gordon told the audience that the election 
should not be about campaign promises. 

“Promises are easy to break,” he said, al- 
luding to the fact that the voters should weigh 
their decision on which candidate would get 
the most done. He also said he believes one 
individual can still make a difference as a 
leader. He closed by saying that all the issues 
were inter-related, and that with the incep- 
tion of the Maverick hockey program would 
come national attention. 

Sanchez agreed with most of what had 
been said, although he took some time to de- 
bate a few issues brought up by other candi- 
dates. He stressed that UNO students need 
another vacation. 

“Eleven straight weeks of school,” he said, 
“js just too much time to go without a vaca- 
tion.” He ended by stating that he cares about 
the image of UNO, and he will work hard for 


the university and its students. 


Hillhouse posed a question about recruit- 


ing at the top of his closing statement. 


“Why hasn’t it worked?” he asked. He also 
added that the election is not about who they 
are or what they were, but what they will be- 
come. He said he will adopt a proactive, rather 
than reactive, stance to problems at UNO, pre- 
ferring to stop problems before they start. 

Kalafatog!u closed with her statement. Her 
main concern was UNO’s funding. 

“Why does 80 percent of our money go to 
UNL?” she asked, bringing up a point that, 


=. biasing by the audiences reaction, was not 
4 widely known. She proposed that she would 
‘gt lobby to get our funds back, to spend UNO’s 


money on UNO, improving the quality and 
quantity of the athletic program, scholarships, 
and other academic pursuits. She ended by 
saying that she will do these things, and there 
will be changes..

On the issue of recruitment and reten- 
tion Gordon said, “If student involvement 
increases in activities, like with athletics 
and other kinds of student organizations, 
then the students will have fun at UNO 
and want to remain at UNO.” He added, 
“Student housing will also help decrease 
student apathy by creating a 24-hour cam- 
pus life at UNO.” 

To finish the construction of UNO 
housing Gordon wants to work closely 
with the Board of Regents and the admin- 
istration at UNO. “Having a strong work- 
ing relationship with the Board of Regents 
will help make UNO dorms a reality.” 

When asked why students should vote 
for him in the elections he said, “One in- 
dividual can make a difference as a leader 
and my ability to be honest and look some- 
one in the eye will make me an effective 
Student President Regent for UNO.” 

When asked to name one characteris- 
tic that sets him apart, and makes him Chris 
Gordon, Gordon said, “My ability to look 
a person in the eye, that ability makes me 
a very personal person.” 

In response to opinions that Student 
Government is not needed, and only a 
waste of money, Gordon said, “Student 
Government is very necessary. Without 
some form of representation, the students 
voices can not and will not be heard by 
those in power. Therefore the students need 
someone to speak and watch out for them, 
this is why Student Government is 
needed.” 

Gordon concluded in saying, “I believe 
in the future success of the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha, as well as the entire 
University of Nebraska system. Through 
legitimate leadership we can build our fu- 
ture.”

I happen to like serial killer movies. They seemed to have 
replaced and surpassed horror movies as the latest scary movie 
fascination. But, serial killer movies are no longer just horror 
movies with real bad guys, they are good enough to win Acad- 
emy Awards (“The Silence of the Lambs”) and star Morgan 
Freeman. “Kiss the Girls” is very much a typical “serial 
thriller” in'that way, with Freeman playing a brilliant detec- 
live trying to nab an elusive serial killer. 

Freeman is Dr. Alex Cross, a forensic psychologist (with a 
gift, as he says, for determining the “why’s and how’s” of 
crimes) and Washington DC homicide detective.

Of course, Cross gets involved in the investigation, aiding 
the FBI and local police with his insightful way of profiling 
serial murderers, Casanova, apparently has been “working” 
on North Carolina’s Tobacco Road for some time and has 
thus far taken nearly ten women — a “collector” as Cross 
calls him, using the captive women as his own private harem. 
Casanova is the perfect serial killer as Cross sees it: leaving 
no clues, no witnesses and no survivors (he never actually 
kills his victims, instead leaving them tied to trees in desolate 
rural areas to die). That is, until one of his victims escapes

For some time I had thought of musicals 
as many do, being silly and nonsensical and 
believing it absurd and. highly abstract to 
have characters breaking out in song. Now, 
I detest such accusations. Musicals have sur- 


vived as the most successful form of theatre. 


because they can reach a part of the human 
soul that straight dramas or comedies have 
trouble coming close to. Musicals touch us 
in some mysterious and omnipresent way. 
“Once on this Island” worked for me on this 
level, and although I can snap and jeer at the 
few flaws, they took me into their fantasy 
story and made me believe and genuinely 
care for them (a quality.in theatre that one 
strives for with great difficulty). 

Watching the “Once on this Island,” 
meant being transported to some otherness, 
a world similar to the feel of a Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez novel, where we are submersed into 
a fantasy world grounded with earthly pas- 
sions, with honest desires, and with lively 
characters that exist within their own spiri- 
tual havens. 

There are flaws (such as the casts battle 
against the acoustically challenging theatre), 
as one would expect with any university pro- 
duction, but it simply doesn’t matter. The 
cast and crew are learning as the audience 
learns with them—learning of truth and 
beauty, of honest emotions, of what these 
musical things are all about. They are on 
slage giving us something that is very diffi- 
cult to grasp in theatre, artistic truth. 

The musical’s ultimate success lay in the 
hands of director, Jerry Ditter, and musical 
director, Cina Crisara. Jerry Ditter directs 
and choreographs with an artistic flair that 
is a true gift. He is the artist that throws va- 
riety onto the canvas and swirls the collage 
of talents into a unique and captivating vi- 


sion. His choreography, although at times un- 
polished, propels the passion and colors the 
story into interesting picturesque images that 
adds to the stories’ fantastical base. 

- Cina Crisara, whose gifted talents could 
be seen in previous university shows such as 
“Cabaret” and “A Chorus Line,” conducts the 
music with the same fantastical quality the 
play is directed. The songs, both instrumen- 
tal and choral, are filled with the bubbly life, 
energy, and grounded passion that follows 
Crisara’s reputation. 

The lead actress, the physically beautiful 
Leiloni Brewer, in the part of Ti Moune, car- 
ries a difficult task on her shoulders, and for 
the most part, I desperately wanted her to suc- 
ceed in finding her true love, Daniel (who is 
played with spunk and softness by Dave 
Edmonds). However, the dancing and more 
physical demands of her performance wea- 
ried her voice and she was unable to sustain 
some of the longer and higher notes in her 
solos. However, as Woody Allen proved in 
his musical “Everyone Says I Love You,” you 
don’t need to be a good singer (which is not 
to say that Brewer can’t sing) to be a success, 
Her performance is truthful and she attacks 
her role with sincerity and a believable inno- 
cence, 

The success of the show also lay in the 
hands of the energetic storytellers, the vibrant 
costumes, the inventive props (including fun 
alligator hand puppets and dazzling umbrel- 
las with tensil to symbolize rain), the tower- 
ing scrimmed set (which makes for mysteri- 
ous and magical lighting)—-all of the elements 
of the show blending in perfect harmony to- 
ward one vision, one goal, and one. fantasy.

Themselves in Medazzaland

_ “Medazzaland” must be a 
place where eighties MTV 
staples go to reinvent them- 
selves and return with a fresh 
batch of big pop songs. 

That, apparently, is where 
Duran. Duran have been for 
the past four years since the 
huge success of their multi- 
platinum “Wedding Album,” 
and their stay has paid off on 
the new Duran Duran album 
“Medazzaland”. 

The “Wedding Album” 
left us with a band that had 
matured into an acoustic, 
aduJt contemporary pop 
band, a somewhat satisfying 
skeleton of what they once 
were. “Medazzaland” truly 
takes the band into this de- 
cade with the return of their 
big pop sound mixed with re- 
spectable use of nineties 
electronica. The best transi- 
tion from the “Wedding Al- 
bum” to “Medazzaland” is 
the song “Out of My Mind” 
which was the first single and 
Jead track from the movie 
“The Saint.” After that it 
takes a huge jump forward. 

“Medazzaland” is a 
techno spoken word track 
with a great groove in which 
“scalpel’s” and “knives” al- 


low you to surgically enter 
this new “land”. 

What is to be the third 
single, “The Big Bang Gen- 
eration,” is a glam rock, big 
beat extravaganza with a 
classic anthem of a chorus not 
seen since “The Reflex” in 
1983. 

That type of chorus is also 
prominent on the new single 
and video “Electric 
Barberella”. This song is a 
tribute to plastic women as 
featured in the Jane Fonda 
cult favorite “Barberella,” 
from which Duran Duran got 
their name. “I'll plug you in, 
dim the lights, your perfect 
skin, plastic kiss, Electric 
Barberella”. 

The ballads are also big on 
“Medazzaland.” In fact 
“Who Do You Think You 
Are” might be a little too big 
and very dated harkening 
back tothe days of Lo = -boy 
and Foreigner albeit with a 
much better hook. A much 
better choice in the ballad 
category would have to be 
“Michael You’ve Got A Lot 
To Answer For” a very con- 
fusing song that I’m going to 
assume is about a deep 
friendship that has caught a 


snag. This track is a beauti- 
ful epic ballad in which 
Simon Lebon’s vocals sound 
their. most confident backed 
up by Nick Rhodes acoustic 
guitar and a string section. 
The most intriguing track on 
the CD is “Silva Halo,” acold 
and stark simple one verse 
song that, on purpose or not, 
provides a nice tribute to 
Princess Diana, who was a 
big fan of Duran Duran. “You 
shine where others fade, you 
dare to be so brave. Don’t 
compromise no one can 
touch you, just believe, just 
believe. Come to heaven 
silva halo”. 

Duran Duran have always 
been a great singles band, and 
a good album band. Duran 
Duran do not compile a col- 
lection of songs on 
“Medazzaland” but make a 
cohesive album an art lost 
long ago. Even though origi- 
nal Duran Duran member 
John Taylor didn’t make it 
back from “Medazzaland” 
(he does play on five tracks) 
the band sounds stronger and 
more confident than ever. 
Let’s hope their next journey 
isn’t quite as Jong but equally 
satisfying.

Sioux Falls, S.D.- Tight end 
Brian Benjamin made three touch- 
down catches and led the Mav foot- 
ball team to.a 35-6 win over the 
Augustana Vikings Saturday after- 
noon on a windy Howard Wood 
Field. The game was played under 
clouds with a stiff 25 mph wind that 
gusted to 45 mph at times. 

The Mavs now stand at 5-1, 3-1 
tied for second in the North Central 
Conference, while the Vikings fall 
to 3-3, 1-3 in NCC play with the 
loss. 

“This game was a combination 
of everyone playing pretty well,” 
Mav Head Coach Pat Behrns said, 
“the key to this game was our ball 
control in the first and third quar- 
ters.” 

Those were the quarters when 
the Vikings had the wind at their 
backs, but only had possession for 
3:17 anc 3:30 of the first and third 
quarters, respectively. 

The Mavs opened the scoring 
11:36 into the game when Benjamin 
caught his first touchdown from 
quarterback Ed Thoinpson. Thomp- 
son rolled to his right, but threw left 
to a wide-open Benjamin for a 2- 
yard score on fourth-and-goal. Paul 
Kosel added the extra point to give 
the Mavs an early 7-0 lead. Running 
back Adam Wright and Fullback

™’ drug policy, which continues to forbid the sale 
or possession of marijuana. 

A new study indicates that widespread 
availability of the drug at places such as cof- 
fee shops is linked to a steep rise in its use, 
especially among young adults. At the same 
time, the study suggests that getting rid of 
criminal penalties for smoking marijuana 
doesn’t prompt more people to light up. 

The study, appearing in the Oct. 3 issue of 
Science, compares the Netherlands, which 
relaxed enforcement of marijuana laws in 
1976, with the U.S. and other nations. 

“For years we’ ve heard arguments for and 
against drug legalization,” said Robert 
MacCoun, a professor at the University of 
California at Berkeley. “There are lots of 
claims about the effects of the liberal Dutch 
cannabis policy, but the two sides disagree 
completely on what actually happened there.” 

He and co-author Peter Reuter, a Univer- 
sity of Maryland professor, found that Dutch 
rates of marijuana use are even with the 
United States, despite radically different drug 
policies. 

But that masks two important trends in the 
“Netherlands, the authors say. Marijuana use

sell coffee, but if you ask, they’Il show you a 
menu with samples of hash and different 
strains of marijuana.” 

Customers are most often young adults, 
including tourists, and prices are similar to 
the United States. The overall effect, said 
Reuter, “was to make cannabis readily avail- 
able at minimal legal risk to interested Dutch - 
adults.” 

During this time, the report found that 
marijuana use increased “consistently and 
sharply.” Among 18-year-olds, those who 
admitted having used the drug climbed from 
15 percent in 1984 to 44 percent in 1996. 

While use in the United States and other 
nations has climbed sharply in the last four 
years, the jump in Dutch sales from 1984 to 
1992 occurred in an era of flat or declining 
use elsewhere. This, said Reuter, seems to 
implicate the coffee shops as culprits in the 
increase. 

“It is striking that the expansion of the 
coffee shops was followed by a growth in 
use,” he said. 

The authors caution, however, that the 
upward trend may reverse itself. The Dutch 
recently reduced the possession limit from 30 
grams to 5 grams and began aggressively en- 
forcing rules against promotion, closing the 
most problematic coffee shops. 

Though the steep increase in use among 
the Dutch raises troubling questions about 
legalization, other aspects of the Dutch ex- 
perience look promising. 

“During the depenalization era, the Dutch 
stopped punishing low-level marijuana trans- 
actions without any detectable increase in use, 
much like the experience in states that de- 
criminalized marijuana possession during the 
1970s,” MacCoun said. “So depenalizing 
drugs and allowing legal commercial sales 
should be considered two very different in- 
terventions.” 

The Dutch adopted their tolerant policy in 
part to separate the soft and hard drug mar- 
kets, theorizing that this might weaken the 
so-called ‘‘gateway” link—the concept that 
marijuana users are more likely than non-us- 
ers to move on to hard drugs. 

This study suggests the Dutch may have 
had some success in this regard. The prob- 
ability of trying cocaine among marijuana 
users is 22 percent in Amsterdam, but 33 per- 
cent in the United States. 

The study was funded by the RAND Drug 
Policy and Research Center.
